Usually it is not 
the giant that is dragged into mischief by the pigmy. 
Had the kaiser known at the time that he was being 
dragged toward defeat and humiliation, it is not i 
unlikely that he might have managed to let go of 
the Austrian tail.

The hasty conclusion might be that homes are sixty 
times more dangerous than airplanes, since sixty 
times as many people met death in them. The fool­ 
ishness of this instance is obvious, just as is Mark 
Twain's famous dictum that bed is the spot of 
greatest danger, since that is where the vast ma­ 
jority it people die.

$950,000 bonds were

will be finished this year. The va- 
rious municipalities 
have so far 
paid about 68 percent of the cost 
of the Improvement of the present 
highway system, and the rural dis­ 
tricts have paid about 32 percent 
of the bilL The policy of the com­ 
m issioners Is that no farm prop­ 
erty shall be assessed more than 
IO percent of the cost for a maca­ 
dam highway.
